Charles E. Hu ghes, who left Lincoln 
for his second d ay ’s campaigning in 
Nebraska, told a crowd of farmers in 
his speech there that the Democratic 
Ad ministration had ignored the agri­ 
cu ltu ral Interests of the cou ntry in 
u rging the enactment of the Ad amson 
law. 
The nominee in su pport of his 
contention, cited a telegram from 
Presid ent H. N. Pope of the Tex as 
Farmers’ Union to Presid ent Wilson 
requ esting that the farmers be per­ 
mitted to su bmit d ata In arbitration 
proceed ings between the railroad s and 
the brotherhood s. He said : 
So meo ne Must Pay . 
*'I want to say In reference to rates 
that it seems to me the farmers of 
the cou ntry were v ery little consid ­ 
ered the other d ay when on the d e­ 
mand of the Ad ministration the wages 
of a grou p of railroad workers were 
Increased by law, in response to force. 
Somebod y has got to pay the increased 
bills, and the farmers will know v ery 
qu ick who has to pay them. 
“The farmers were not represented 
In this d iscu ssion, if y ou may call it 
that In this su rrend er.—I hav e her© a 
copy of a telegram that was sent to the 
Presid ent by Mr. Pope, the presid ent 
of the State Farmers’ Union of Tex as, 
which I shall read to y ou : 
‘We ask that y ou make no conces­ 
sions or commitments that will 
in 
any manner cau se an increase in 
freight rates on prod u cts prod u ced 
or consu med on the farm. The men 
who pay the freight hav e an equ ity 
in this d ispu te, which neither the 
railroad trainmen nor the railroad 
managers hav e au thority to repre­ 
sent. If it is y ou r Intention to per­ 
sonally d ispose of the matter we 
ask that y ou postpone fu rther con­ 
sid eration u ntil a committee of 
’farmers can prepare information 
and d ata to present their sid e of 
the case. If y ou conclu d e to settle 
by arbitration, then the organized 
farmers shou ld hav e representation 
on any arbitration committee that 
may be formed to d ispose of this 
qu estion; for the men who pay 
shou ld hav e representation as well 
as the men who receiv e it. 
‘We again u rge that all qu estions 
inv olv ed be settled by arbitration, 
where all parties and all interests 
can be heard and the su bject d ealt 
with asid e from haste and intimi­ 
d ation.’ 


Asked to Abdicate Autho rity . 
The crowd ibeered when Mr. Hu ghes 
conclu d ed read ing the telegram. 
| 
“No regard was paid to that mes­ 
sage,’’ Mr. Hu ghes said . 
“The bu si­ 
ness men of the cou ntry , throu gh the 
Chamber of Commerce o f the United 
States, were at the same time and» 
had for many weeks before been im­ 
ploring the ex ecu tiv e and lead ers in 
congress 
for 
an 
Immed iate 
and 
prompt inqu iry in ord er that the Ju s­ 
tice of this matter might be known. 
The farmers were not there ex cept 
throu gh the presence of the repre­ 
sentativ es of the people in congress, 
and those representativ es were asked 
to abd icate their au thority . 
“I am in fav or of ev ery thing that 
can reasonably be d one for the pro­ 
motion of agricu ltu re. 
I am glad to 
note the work of the Agricu ltu ral De­ 
partment 
It will be continu ed with 
me, if I am intru sted with the power, 
to the u tmost of efficiency u nd er my 
ad ministration. 


A Bo dy Blo w Lev eled, 
“ But it is idle to talk o f interest 
in the farmer when y o u hav e actio n 
like this taken in co ng ress o v ernig ht 
against the 
pro tests o f the farmer, 
and lev elling a bo dy blo w at the in­ 
terests o f o ur ag ricultural co mmuni­ 
ties.’’ 
Mr. Hu ghes ag ain denied the dec­ 
laration that a v o te to t him “meant 
a v ote for war.”

Sad Paulo, Brazjl, 
Oct. 1.—(By 


Mail)—This certainly is going to he 
.an awful blow to the domestic coffee 
eonnoiesseiirs. The 
epicures 
who 


smack their lips and extol the elu- 
sive flavor of the Java as it subtly 
intermingles with the Mocha. 


Indeed it furnished 
me 
coffee 


grounds for/surprise when I found 
the Mocha and Java not only grow- 
ing on the same family tree but even 
on the same branch of the family. 


The best way to settle the coffee 


question is to take a night's 
train 


'trip from 'Rio to'Sau Paulo. The state 
of Sao Paulo is the greatest 
coffee 


growing country in the world. 
It's 


capital, city of Sao Paulo, is justly 
dubbed the 
"Chicago 
of 
South 


America." A two hours -run 'by train 
brings us to the little town of Cam- 
pinas right out in the midst of the 
open roiling coffee country. . 


The "King" of Campinas himself 


took us 
by auto out through the 


coffee plantations. He is .a King by 
my own dubbing. 
This 
successful 


North American 
from 
Lawrence, 


Kansas, chose to make light of my 
appellation just as he chose to make 
light of'Campinas. 
You see he eon- 


troles the electric light plant and the 
fraction line in Campinas, as well as 
in thirteen 
other 
small 
Brazilian 


towns. 
Surely a neat little crown 


of incandescent biifts is not 
amiss 


above his brow. 


I've h«ard of people painting the 


town red. but they would be helpless 
to incarnadine further the 
country 


of Sao Paulo. All the soil is of a 
marvelous redness shading to vivid 
crimson and rose. With its billowing 
red hills it is startlingly reminiscent 
of San Diego 
County, 
California. 


Showing a Hibernian tendency thepe 
hills all have the green of the coffee 
trees above "the red soil. As far as 
the eye can see the coffee plantations 
stretch away into the distance. Some 
plantations boast of over a 
million 


trees. .To speak of coffee trees is 
very misleading. In reality they are 
like nothing so much as 
big lilac 


bushes except that the leaves are 
smaller. The coffee berry itself looks 
like a cherry turning from green to 
a bright cherry red through its dif- 
ferent stages of 
ripeness. 
Unlikfe 


the cherry, however the coffee berry 
grows in clusters, interspersed with 
leaves, 
closely 
fastened, 
without 


stems to branches of the tree. It 
has Jittle pulp and no juice nnd the 
coffee (beans proper form the heart 
of the berry like a eherrp pit split 
into halves. 


And here is where the 'difference 


between the Mocha and Java comes 
ip. Not being a prize student of bo-, 
timy I-don't" know 
the 
technical 


terms but something happens to the' 
stamen of some coffee blossoms 
so 


that they make stunted beans and 
round of shape which are called Ja- 
va while the perfect 
Mocha 
bcnns 


are--lai'gc and oval in contour. So it 
is just the subtle difference in their 
shapes you taste when they are all 
ground up together. 


In coffee picking time 
even 
the 


littlest tots help in the harvest. Ev- 
erybody works, 
even 
father. 
The 


picking consists in stripping all the 
berries off right down iho 'branch. 
.As the leaves get in somewhat on 
the general strip, after the harvest, 
(he poor old coffee tree looks a bit 
denuded. 


The berries are Striped off and al- 


lowed to fall on the 
ground 
where 


they are raked up and carried away 
in 'baskets. 


The next step is to spread them 


out on an open cement,court tf> dry 
in the sun. 


When the berries are all shriveled 


and dried to the 
consistency 
of 


husks they are put through succes- 
sive machines that husk1 them 
and 


separate the Mocha beans from the 
Java. They finally land 
in sacks 


ready to be shipped down to Santos 
and exported. 


As yon sip your Turkish, French 


or, II. S. A., coffee you may be al- 
most sure it has a 
Brazilian past. 


For it is only by the 
different de- 


grees and processe of roasting in the 
different countries to which it is sent 
that the good old native 
Brazilian 


bean becomes disguised as a terrible 
Turk or in true Parisian manner, 
starts a liason with 
chicoree 
ana 


becomes "cafe." 


I jiave tried to make 
this 
coffee 


clear for you, to show 
you 
just 


where your coffee's bean. I hope it 
all has percolated.
